Court orders massive remapping

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The 
state Supreme Court today ordered 
a 
massive 
reapportionment 
of 
California’s 
legislative 
and 
congressional districts which is 
expected to bring many new faces 
into the state assembly and senate 
after the 1974 election. 
The court’s decision to accept 
virtually intact a plan proposed by a 
special court-appointed panel for 
major shifts in the state's political 
districts ended a three-year struggle 
between the legislature and (iov. 
Ronald Reagan, who were unable to 


agree on plans for reapportionment, 
required as a result of the 1970 
census. 


The plan by the panel of three 
retired judges, called 
masters, 
which was submitted to the court for 
consideration 
on 
Aug. 
31, 
is 
expected to result in more closely 
contested races next year. As the 
panel said in its report, the plan is 
“ neither politically unfair nor unfair 
to incumbents, but may result in 
fewer 
safe 
seats 
and 
more 
competitive seats.” 


Legislative leaders and political 
observers said the plan was likely to 
give the Democrats a greater 
chance to control both houses of the 
legislature. 
The 
congressional 
redistricting plan was not expected 
to have as significant an impact on 
the delegation’s political lineup. 
The high court redrew none of the 
district lines recommended by the 
masters. Its only modification was 
to reverse the numbering of senate 
districts 8 and 9 in Alameda County 
and 27 and 30 in Los Angeles County. 
The massive shifts in district 


boundaries in the masters' plan left 
a number of incumbents living 
outside the boundaries of their 
districts, and already several had 
changed 
their 
residences 
in 
anticipation of court approval of the 
plan 
The court had stepped in to take 
jurisdiction after the legislature and 
governor were unable to agree The 
masters rejected the plans drawn up 
by 
the 
legislature. 
The 
objective of reapportionment should 
not be the political survival or 
comfort of those already in office.”

Parry apparently constructed the 
bomb 
in 
his 
home 
Officers 
continued to question the man 
today. 
Parry reportedly placed the pipe 
bomb under a Highway 1 bridge that 


spans the Santa Maria River, about 
10 miles north of Guadalupe, on 
Thanksgiving day. An officer quoted 
Parry as saying the spot under the 
bridge was the "only dry place I 
could find ” Light rains fell over 
much of the Central California 
Coast on that day, Nov 22. 
A bomb disposal squad headed by 
Air Force Lt. Col. James H. 
Eischeid completed the disarming 
at about 2:30 p.m. The officer was 
assisted by sergeants Harry R 
Gregory, 
Johnny 
Wade 
and 
Lawrence P. Nye. 


Officers from the Santa Maria 
Police 
Department, 
the 
Santa 
Barbara 
County 
Sheriff's 
Department and the San Luis Obispo 
Sheriff's Department also assisted 


Officers said the device was a pipe 
bomb. 2*2 inches in diameter, a foot 
long and was filled with black 
powder. The device was armed with 
a timing mechanism and appeared 
to the experts to be a lethal device, 
capable of exploding, the officers 
reported.

District has enough bus fuel 


The school district will 
have 
enough diesel fuel and gasoline to 
power its 27 buses through the 
school year, but may face higher 
prices when the fuel contract comes 
up for renewal. 
That was the word yesterday from 
school official Joseph Carlin who 
has ramrodded the district's energy 
conservation program. Carlin told 
the school board the district has 
been promised the same level of fuel 
supply that was used last year and 
the quantity can be made to stretch 
over the more critical uses. 


School buses get about eight miles 
per gallon on diesel fuel, according 
to Carlin. Trustee Archie Nogle who 
operates a fleet of moving vans told 
his fellow trustees the mileage 
figure was better than he gets on his 
heavily loaded vans. 
In other action, the trustees: 
— Heard a presentation by A1 
Sauvadon, chief bus driver, on 
driver training programs in the 
district. 
— Approved the purchase of 
supplies, 
tools 
and 
building 
materials on quotations totaling 
$2,909. 


Local private air travel remains 
more or less exempt from the fuel 
drought, at least for the time being, 
but 
Lompocans 
still 
without 
reservations for Yule commercial 
flights or rail travel back home may 
experience the shortages first hand. 
According to Viola Kistle of the 
Lompoc Travel Center, “ It’s going 
to be crucial at Christmas time. 
People who don’t have reservations 
now will have to take what they can 
get.” 
Frequently all they’ll be able to 
get, Mrs. Kistle adds, will be more 
expensive, 
multi-line 
flights 
involving several connections 
“ If there are two flights leaving at 
the 
same 
time 
(on 
different 
airlines), what they’ve done is take 
one of the flights off,” she detailed. 
Airlines, she said, have also pressed 
smaller, more fuel conservative 
aircraft into line replacing fuel 
guzzlers on some flights. 
Due to the concurrent TWA strike, 
Kansas City and Oklahoma City will 
be very difficult to reach by air, the 
travel consultant said. 
Some airlines, she reserved, have 
been adding some additional flights 
to handle increased traffic of Yule 
air travelers. 


“ I think they'll let Christmas go 
by and then at the first of the year 
start to cut back.” 
Mrs. Kistle put the damper on 
plans to 
hit the 
rails as an 
alternative to air travel. Amtrack 
travel is booked up, she said, from 
Dec. 14 through Jan. 6. Even the 
waiting lists for the diesel-fueled 
locomotives are closed, she said. 
When asked about the impact of 
fuel crisis on local aviation this 
morning, Chet Waite of Lompoc 
Airport said, “ I was going to tell you 
we were out of gas, but the tanker 
just drove up. " 
The local county airport had been 
out of general aviation fuel since 
Sunday, when its Standard Oil Co. 
supplier had been unable to predict 
when the Lompoc tanks could be 
refilled. 
But, though larger airports are 
having a lot of trouble getting high 
octane jet fuel. Waite said that the 
only feedback he’s getting from 
Standard “ is that they're going to 
keep us in gas. " 
“ We have plenty of gas now . . . 
They're still doing their best for 
us.” 
The same seems to be true in 


private general aviation elsewhere, 
added Waite, who’s just returned 
from a private cross-country flight 
to Chicago without fuel problems. 


Standard, the airport official said, 
has told him that they don’t know 


much more about the fuel situation 
and future supplies than you read in 
the newspapers. 
This week’s Lompoc aviation fuel 
shortage of two days didn't cause 
much inconvenience. But who knows 
about next month?

Nuclear plant opponents suffer setback

Environmental legal intervenors 
concerned with the marine impact 
of Pacific Gas and Electric’s Diablo 
Canyon nuclear power plant were 
inundated with a setback yesterday 
from 
the 
Atomic 
Safety 
and 
Licensing Board. 
The ASLB, a three-man panel 
representing the Atomic Energy 
Commission, ruled to allow PG&E 
to 
immediately 
remove 
the 
cofferdam placed to allow dry 
construction of the plant’s warm sea 


water discharge structure. 
The decision virtually spells out 
that the final AEC environmental 
decree on Diablo’s second reactor 
unit, due within weeks, will not 
contain any requirement that PG&E 
change its designed warm sea water 
discharge method. 
A cofferdam 
is 
a 
structure 
temporarily keeping water out of a 
normally submerged area to allow 
construction or repair. 
The Diablo facility, with two 
nuclear reactors, is sea water- 


cooled and, at peak operation, will 
discharge 1.734 million gallons per 
minute of heated sea water 18 
degrees 
above 
normal 
ocean 
temperature. All of the discharge 
will go into the 40 acre Diablo Cove. 
At the AEC’s final required Diablo 
environmental 
hearings 
in 
September, the late attorney Bruce 
Sharpe, representing the Scenic 
Shoreline Preservation Conference, 
argued 
that 
PG&E 
had 
badly 
misjudged the thermal impact of 
this water on the Central Coast 


marine ecosystem. 
The environmentalist hope was 
that the AEC would require PG&E 
to mitigate this impact, possibly by 
constructing a long pipe to carry the 
warmed water discharge further out 
to sea, cooling it and discharging it 
in a less abundant area. 
Yesterday’s decision makes this 
course unlikely. 
As far as the thermal impact of 
the plant itself is concerned, the 
utility has agreed to conduct dye 
tests of the plant’s discharge as well 
as to construct thermal models of it.

Three 
Palestinian guerrillas who hijacked 
a Dutch jumbo jet airliner last 
Sunday surrendered today in the 
Persian Gulf sheikhdom of Dubai, 
exhausted after an Odyssey that 
took them thousands of miles around 
the Middle East. Their 11 hostages 
went free. 
A spokesman for the Royal Dutch 
Airlines (KLM) said in Amsterdam 
“ the jumbo jet hijacking has ended. 
The hijackers and crew have left the 
plane and are being taken to a 
hospital for medical check ups." A 
spokesman in Dubai confirmed the 
report. 


The hijackers had demanded and 
received 3,000 gallons of fuel for the 
big 747 that has flown without 
maintenance over a four day period 
and with a 10-man crew that has had 
no rest. But instead of taking off on 
another flight in search of refuge 
they turned themselves in after long 
negotiations with the leaders of 
Dubai.

Commission after George Johnson outlined 
the project 


Johnson is a member of the Community 
Action Council of Lompoc, sponsor of the 
bench program which began last year after 
talk 
that 
senior 
citizens 
and 
the 
handicapped need benches along the main 
streets. 


“ There is no public transportation, so 
benches ... will help them as they walk 
from one section of town to another," said 
Johnson 


At 
present, 
benches 
are 
generally 
planned for corners from A to G Streets 
and I to 0 Streets on Ocean Avenue and 
from Walnut Avenue to Pine Street on H 
Street. Priority corners were also noted. 
The downtown core area was excluded 
upon request because of the planned 
restoration project there. 
The type 
bench 
suggested 
by the 
Centennial Bench Committee are redwood 
(seat and back! and concrete (ends), 
weighing 400 to 500 pounds each Cost is 
estimated at $60 to $80 apiece by Bill 
Darmer, a local builder contacted by the 
committee. 
“ We have already received quite a few 
pledges ... toward the goal and as soon as 
the program is approved by the city we feel 
the program will move right along,” said 
Johnson. 
The benches will be paid for through 


donations by persons, businesses, and non­ 
profit organizations. Plaques are to be 
affixed on the bench, noting the donator s 
name.

Commission 
passed 
a 
motion to support the bench program and 
recommend it to the City Council 
Commissioners Sara Adam and W. B. 
Jamison were absent. 


In other actions, the Beautification 
Commission discussed redesigning the 
Beautification Award program, from when 
and how an award is made to creating a 
new style of award. New presentation 
guidelines may be adopted at the next 
meeting; however, a motion was passed to 
replace the present green metal plaque 
with the originally designed award, a more 
esthetically looking plaque, the commis- 


sion opined.

City calls off

Instead we 
encourage those who might have given to the City fund to 
make a contribution to the Foster Parent’s Drive instead. 
It will help save resources and energy and help some 
special children during the Christmas season.” 
Persons who previously contributed to the City fund will 
have their money returned, Mayor Stevens said.

effective all year long. The bill now goes to the 
Senate. 
—Nations around the world announced more fuel- 
saving restrictions and braced for winter weather in 
the face of Arab oil cutbacks. 
—Airlines said they fear a “ devastating impact“ on 
air travel if the military diverts more civilian fuel for 
its own uses. 
But the speed limit for all vehicles on the 118-mile 
New Jersey Turnpike was raised Tuesday to 55 m.p.h. 
after 20 days of a reduced 50 m.p.h. limit. The move 
came two days after President Nixon ordered all 
passenger vehicle speeds reduced to 50 m.p.h. The 
Turnpike Authority also announced it would keep its 
service stations open on Sundays, despite Nixon's 
request to the contrary. Purchases will be limited, 
however, the authority said. 
In Santa Barbara, Calif., scene of a disastrous oil 
spill in 1969, the state recommended that off-shore 
drilling be resumed to help solve the fuel shortage. 
In New York, the state approved the burning of coal 
for electrical energy, but city officials cited health 
hazards and vowed to oppose it. 
Sweden urged that hot water be supplied to homes 
only four days a week. 


Nixon to release tax information 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — President Nixon reportedly will 
send every member of Congress this week a “ packet’ of 
information on his personal finances and income taxes, but 
not his actual tax returns. 
Some of 37 congressmen who had dinner and a private 
talk with the President at the White House Tuesday night 
said he told them the package would be on its way shortly. 
That somewhat contradicted senators who met with 
Nixon the day before, some of whom said he promised to 
make public his actual returns. Nixon has said he paid only 
“ nominal” income taxes in 1970 and 1972. 
Meanwhile, the mystery of the erasing of 18 minutes of a 


key presidential tape deepened as Nixon’s secretary, Rose 
Mary Woods, testified in federal court Tuesday she thinks 
she only obliterated “ five or six minutes” when she stopped 
transcribing the tape to answer a telephone. 
She realized when she finished the call that she had 
pushed the wrong controls on the tape machine, she told 
U.S. District Court Judge John J. Sirica, but she doesn’t 
recall any phone calls lasting as long as 18 minutes. 
The tape, including an 18minute hum, was played in 
Sirica’s court. But even the portions which weren’t erased 
gave no information about Watergate. 


SBA investigation continues 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Small 
Business Administration (SBA) rewards 
employes who make many loans, even if 
they’re bad loans, and penalizes employes 
who are more careful, according to a key 
witness in a congressional probe of the 
agency. 


Curtis Prins, chief investigator for the 
House Banking Committee, said this 
system is known as the “ numbers game.” 


In the first day of public hearings Tuesday 
into charges of lax and possibly criminal 
loan activity in SBA, the taxpayers 
emerged as the losers and the banks and 
some businessmen the big winners in the 
numbers game. 


Prins said the numbers game is a quota 
system, 
which 
has 
been 
in 
effect 
nation-wide since the mid-1960s. Under it, 
each regional and district office and each 
individual loan officer is assigned a certain 
number of loans to make on a monthly, 
quarterly and yearly basis, he said. 


“ There’s no quality involved, strictly 
quantity,” Prins testified. “ You don’t get 
penalized for making bad loans, you get 
penalized for not making loans.” 


An employe who is reluctant to make 
risky or outright bad loans to meet his 
quota will end up transferred out of the 
agency’s loan-making branches, Prins 
said. An SBA regional office will win 
awards if it makes lots of loans, and those 
employes who make many loans get raises 
and promotions, he said. 
“ We’re seeing an increased amount of 
bad loans in the SBA because of the 
numbers game,” Prins said. 
Prins said his investigation of the 
Richmond, Va., SBA office has uncovered 
what he hopes is the worst run SBA 
operation in the country. However, he 
suggested 
that 
the 
congressional 
investigation be expanded to include at 
least 22 other SBA offices around the 
country.

LOS ANGELES (U PI) - A scientist 
sued the federal government for $1 million 
Tuesday, saying a radiation leak in a 
nuclear 
laboratory 
made 
his 
body 
radioactive and turned him into “ a human 
X-ray machine. 
The accident happened on July 21, 1971, 
at 
the Atomic Energy Commissions 
laboratory at Los Alamos, N.M, according 
to the suit filed in U.S. District Court by 
Saul E. Bramer, a metallurgist. 
“ Mr. Bramer is like a walking X-ray 
machine," said his attorney, Leo Gelfand, 
who is also a medical doctor. 
Radioactive particles are imbedded in 
Bramer s chest. Gelfand said, and as they 
break 
down 
they 
emit 
tiny, 
but 
measurable, doses of X-ray radiation 
Bramer is not dangerous to anyone else, 
Gelfand said, but living with the knowledge 
that he is radioactive has caused him to 
suffer “ very strong emotional reactions.'' 
The suit demanded $1 million damages 
from the AEC on the grounds that “ safety 


at the 
arrangements were not adequate 
laboratory. 
Gelfand said he believes it is the first 
lawsuit of its kind. 
According to the suit, Bramer was 
working next to a “ hot cell,'' one of the

Pioneer 10 between 
Jupiter moon orbits 


MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif (U PI) - The giant planet 
Jupiter is a place where lovers would have plenty to watch 
Twelve moons glide about in the black, two on wobbling 
courses. 
The Pioneer 10 spacecraft, which crossed the planet’s 
bow shock line Monday, now speeds between the orbits of 
the inner and outer moons headed for a rendezvous with 
Jupiter next Monday. 
Why the four outermost moons go backwards, nobody 
knows. Pioneer gathered little data about them. 
One guess is that they are not moons at all. In that case 
they could be huge asteroids or comet nuclei captured by 
the powerful gravity of the planet, 1,300 times the volume of 
earth. 
Maybe it is for the same reason that two wobbling so- 
called moons never follow exactly the same orbits on a 
successive revolutions. 
Moving at 25,000 miles an hour. Pioneer crossed the orbit 
of Hades, the farthest out moon, on Nov. 8. It took until last 
Thursday and seven million miles to pass all the outer 
moons. 
Ahead lie the inner moons, to be reached Sunday and 
Monday. They will be subjects of investigation as intense as 
the 65 pounds of equipment on Pioneer permit. 
Four of them are known as the Galillean moons because 
they were spotted by Galileo in 1610. The fifth is tiny 
Amalthea. whose diameter is only 100 miles, and which 
swings around at a distance of 66,000 miles.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Listening to the 
lirst of President Nixon's secret tapes, one 
learns 
that 
the 
President sometimes 
whistles while he works, cusses a little and 
likes late morning consomme 
But there is nothing to be learned about 
Watergate. 
It took a four-month legal battle to have 
these sounds played publicly in U.S. 
District Court Tuesday. 
A hush fell over Judge John J. Sirica's 
courtroom as Rose Mary Woods, Nixon's 
personal secretary, threaded a machine 
and punched the “ play 
button. An awtul 
squawk came out of the machine. 
There 
was 
the 
President's 
voice, 
unmistakable, but distorted by an echo and 
a low underlying hum that sounded like 
radio transmissions in early space flights. 
“ Presidential speeches are full,” Nixon

Ehrlichman left and Nixon apparently rang 
for a steward.

Avoid money 
problems in marriage 


Today's treasures 


Here's a gift tip 


Bv C arlton Sm ith 
M arriage counselors d iffe r 
as to w hether sex or money 
problem s are the most fre ­ 
quent cause of m a rria g e s 
breaking up, or threatening 
to. However that 
may be, 
money is probably the sub­ 
ject o f more quarrels than 
any other bone of m arital 
contention. 
B ankers, who in recent 
years have decided it’s good 
business to keep customers as 
h ap py as p o ssib le a bo ut 
money m atters, have for this 
reason been edging over into 
the area o f what m ight be 
called preventive counseling. 
One o f the country’s giant 
banks, for example, recently 
urged young people headed 
for the a lta r to pause for a 
heavy session on money and 
its management, before ta k ­ 
ing the vows. 
That m ay sound unrom an­ 
tic to young lovers, grants the 
fa m ily banker departm ent of 
the C o n tin e n ta l B a nk, in 
Chicago. But it points out, 
“ the dating relationship is, in 
many ways, a fa irly -ta le exis­ 
tence com pared to the real- 
life character of m arriage ’’ 


The transition from one to 
the other, w ithout being pre­ 
p a re d to ste e r a co urse 
through real life s rocks and 
shoals, may be one reason 
why the institution of m ar­ 
riage is in serious trouble, 
say the bank's counselors. So 
they’ve worked up a prenup- 
t ia l m o n e y - m a n a g e m e n t 
checklist, unrom antic or not. 
What strikes us as highly 
significant, and a ll too often 
neglected, is the emphasis on 
a ttitu d e s to w a rd m oney, 
rather than on the money it ­ 
self. 
Often, it’s pointed out, the 
re a l 
rea son 
fo r 
m a r ita l 


money problems is not in ­ 
a d e q u a te 
in c o m e 
b u t 
unrealistic or im m ature a t­ 
titudes tow ard money. 
Couples w ith quite adequ­ 
ate incomes are, in fact, more 
likely to wind up throw ing 
dishes than couples w ith the 
tough, dem anding problem of 
m aking it to the end of the 
month. 
It’s when you have more 
than you need for bare essen­ 
tials that you can afford the 
luxury of im m ature behavior. 
The bank’s checklist, for 


exam ple, urges p re m a rita l 
agreement on financial goals 
— ce rta inly a basic. 
Consider this couple. John 
is determ ined to salt away 
enough, as soon as possible, to 
start his own business. M ary 
thinks th a t’s just w onderful 
— but she makes certain de­ 
mands of her own on the 
fa m ily money. 
It’s im portant to M ary to 
keep up w ith, or ahead of, the 
Joneses. T heir car has to be 
at least as big, and as new, as 
any on the block. John would 
gladly settle for a four-year- 
o ld 
c o m p a c t 
a nd 
m o re 
progress tow ard his financial 
goal. M a ry’s life style ca lls 
for social a ctivitie s that put 
quite a d ra in on the budget; to 
her, th a t’s "g etting ahead.” 
To John, money in the bank is 
getting ahead. 
Sooner or la te r, th e y ’re 
going to have a knock dow n, 
drag-out fight. And maybe 
sooner is better —before they 
get m arrie d —because proba­ 
bly the best w ay to save this 
m arriage is to cancel it. 
O th e r c h e c k lis t ite m s , 
along the same lines: 
U n d e rs ta n d and a c ce p t 
your lim itations. Agree that 
r‘we can’t have everything we 
want instantly 
Set up a list 


of p riorities, and stick to it. 
Agree that there w ill be no 
“ m ine” or "yours” in money 
m atters. O nly “ ours.’’ A r ­ 
range for each to have a 
m on thly allow ance, to be 
spent as he or she Ijkes, w ith ­ 
out accounting for it. The use 
made o f a ll other fa m ily 
funds should be join t deci­ 
sions. 
Keep adequate records, so 
that you know how much you 
have, how much you intend to 
spend and how much you’ve 
a c tu a lly spent. T h e re ’s no 
earthly way of keeping f i­ 
nances under control w ithout 
a 
reco rd of w hat you re 
doing —and the feeling that 
“ things are out of co ntrol” is 
a frequent cause of tension 
and trouble. 
D on’t ignore little prob 
lems. Assuming that they’ll 
go away if you ignore them is 
not m ature behavior. Good 
co m m u n ica tio n , to pre ven t 
them fro m 
becom ing big 
problems, is.

50 m.p.h. speed limit: another Prohibition? 
news 


By Tom Tiede 
NEW YORK - <NEA) - 
When the speed limit was 
reduced to 50 m.p.h on New 
.Jersey's highways early this 
month, a policeman stopped 
a truck driver going a Hat* 
out 75. When the cop re­ 
minded the trucker of the 
energy crisis, the driver 
snapped: "The hell with the 
energy crisis, pal. I got a 
schedule to keep. 
So goes the answer to the 
presidential plea for 
some 
sacrifice by some Amen* 
cans" during the worsening 
oil shortage. Authorities in 
several states report some 
general slowing down, on a 
volunteer basis, but. says a 
highway patrol officer in 
Pennsylvania. "1 wouldn t 
say the response has been 
overwhelming 
By all measures, the 
response to sacrifice must be 
overwhelming if I S drivers 
are not to be slowed dow n by 
something other than speed 
limit modifications or volun* 
teerism. Dick Raw-ley of the 
Federal Highway Adminis* 
tration says that automobiles 
account for 25 per cent of fuel 
oil consumption in the nation 
and stiffer regulations, if 
they come, will surely be in 
this oil use area. 
There seems no doubt that 
significant gasoline savings 
are possible — and with a 
minimum of public suffering. 
Gulf Oil research and devel­ 
opment engineers, for ins­ 
tance, say that late model 
engines traveling at 70 m.p.h. 
average 13.9 miles per gallon 
of gas vs. 19.6 miles for 
speeds of 40. 
The Highway Administra­ 
tion is even more optimistic 
about slowdown savings. 
Thus Norbert Tiemann, the 
federal highway administra­ 
tor, believes 50 m.p.h. speeds 
could reduce fuel use 5 per 
cent across the nation — 
enough to compensate for the 
current U.S. oil production 
shortfall. 
Yet it’s apparent there is 
opposition ¿building to the 
presidential call for lower 
speeds. The fact is only too 
obv ious on the roads today. 
Though auto speed is as risky 
as it is w asteful (27 per cent of 
all fatal highway accidents 
are caused by excessive 
speed), though the National 
Safety Council says that a 
driver's chances of highway 
death double with each 10 
m.p.h. increase in accelera­ 
tion, Americans zip about 
with abandon. A recent check 


and when gasoline prices become prohibitive, our deluxe model converts to

of a stretch of the New York 
Thruway indicated half the 
cars going in excess of 75; dri­ 
vers in the rural highways of 
North Dakota go 90 and 95 
without a care. 
Some of the opposition to 
lower speeds, actually, is not 
r e a l 
r e s i s t a n c e 
but 
philosophic criticism. The 
American Automobile Asso­ 
ciation. while not objecting to 
reduced speeds, says that 
high speeds do not play the 
major statistical role in the 
excessive use of highway 
fuel. Kay Aldus of the AAA 
says studies indicate 75 per 
cent of all auto trips are 10 
miles or less in distance, 
therefore "most people don't 
get up to 70 m.p.h." 
The AAA believes that 
driver skill and mechanical 
excellence are far better 
guarantors of fuel economy. 
A Michigan AAA test indi­ 
cates that poor driving habits 
— jackrabbit starts, uneven 
speeds and needless braking 
— can be responsible for as 
much as 44 per cent of vehi­ 
cle fuel loss. The Minnesota 
AAA adds that its own studies 
indicate drivers can cut fuel 
use 25 per cent (plus save $100 


a year in costs) with frequent 
engine tuneups. 
But if the AAA wants 
mainly to supplement the call 
for reduced highway speeds, 
other organizations want only 
to condemn it. Bus industry 
spokesmen, as example, say 
most of their intercity vehi­ 
cles are engineered for max­ 
imum efficiency at 65 m.p.h. 
Accordingly, says L.H. War­ 
wick, vice president of Trail- 
ways: “ If our buses run at 50, 
they’ll be in third gear." War­ 
wick's ironic conclusion is 
that buses use more gas at 50 
than 65. 
Then there a re the 
truckers. Perhaps the most 
vocal of the reduced speed 
opponents. A spokesman for 
the American Trucking Asso­ 
ciation says the entire indus­ 
try has been set up around 
the 65 m.p.h. speed limit. Ter­ 
minals are thus far apart, 
safety regulations (maximum 
work time for drivers) are so 
balanced. 
“ We could live with a 60 
m.p.h. limit, but 50 would 
destroy us," the spokesman 
says. “ It would make one days 
trip into two, it would upset 
everything.’’ And so, adas a 


driver, angrily, “I don’t see 
the need to slow down and, 
dammit, 1 ain’t gonna do it.*' 
No one knows for certain, 
but the belief is the latter opi­ 
nion dominates the nation. 
Says a DOT official: “There is 
no way the American people 
are going to slow down 
easily." This official, then, 
believes the necessary 
slowdown must come hard: 
“ You have to hit people in 
the pocketbook. I believe gas 
will soon cost 75 cents a 
gallon, and it will probably 
be rationed, because that 
way a man has no choice — 
he goes slow or he goes broke 
or he runs out. It’s the only 
wav we can get through this 
period.” 
Perhaps it is the only way. 
Then again, the appeal to 
better judgments, without 
mandates, is still not dead. 
The same New Jersey cop 
who handled the rocketing, 
recalcitrant truck driver 
says he’s also had to stop an 
increasing number of people 
for going too slow! “One lady 
was doing 25 on the Turnpike. 
When I told her to go faster 
she looked at me as if 1 was 
unpatriotic.”

Ml A wife continues campaign 
to find Air Force husband 


TULSA, Okla. (UPI) - 
Barbara Fieszel begins each 
day with an empty feeling, a 
feeling she has had since the 
last American prisoner of 
war came home from North 
Vietnam. 
Each day she sets out to 
remind the public that Air 
Force Maj. Clifford Fieszel 
has not returned, nor have 
1,300 others officially listed 
as missing in action. 
Barbara Fieszel is an MIA 
wife. She last heard of her 
husband one week after he 
was shot down over North 
Vietnam on Sept. 30, 1968, 
when a North Vietnamese 
newspaper 
confirmed 
a 
Radio Hanoi report of his 
capture. 
Since then, nothing 


Her efforts to keep public 
interest in the MIAs alive 
has not been easy. A display 
booth she and others built at 
a Tulsa shopping center was 
torn apart While she was 
repairing 
the 
booth, 
someone stole her purse. 


The purse contained little 
of value, except a letter 
from 
the 
Air 
Force, 
identifying her as an MIA 
wife, which she is supposed 
to carry with her at all 
times. 
Mrs. Fieszel has been de­ 
scribed by her colleagues as 


“ just plain cheerful,’’ but 
the recent events left her 
depressed and, at one point, 
crying. 
“ I don’t even know how to 
describe how upset I was 
after 
all 
that. 
I 
was 
beginning to feel maybe we 
shouldn’t even have tried to 
have the booth out there. It 
seems like everything we've 
tried to do the past few 
weeks has had something go 
wrong with it. 
“ It gets very discouraging 
when you feel you're not 
getting 
any 
support 
for 
something like his.’’ 


At the recent Tulsa State 
Fair, the MIA group handed 
out petitions to be sent to 
the nation’s elected officials 
demonstrating support for 
the MIA cause. 
The response disappointed 
and upset the women. 


“ Many people who came 
by told us they thought it 
was all over, all the M IA’s 
had been accounted for.’’ 
She said the MIA families 
seemed uniformly against 
the process of “ presumptive 
death’’ used in the cases of 
398 men who were never 
accounted for in 
Korea. 
They want “ positive proof.’’ 
When her husband, then a 
captain, was shot down he 
had been in Indochina only 


two months and was on his 
25th combat mission.

We’ve tried 
very hard to keep hope alive 
in our family and in our 
children.

Football is simpler than it sounds

SAN FRANCISCO - (NEA) 
- The jabberwocky of foot­ 
ball can be mystifying, all 
right. 
One enlightening passage 
in a recently published book 
called “The Defenders' went 
like this, straight from the 
lips of Ernie Stautner, the 
defensive coach of the Dallas 
Cowboys: 
“Against this formation 
w e’re going to use Flex Weak 
63 with a 42 pass defense. The 
changeup on a run will be a 
regular Flex Weak or a 62 
call. The pass changeups will 
be 40. 42 or 31. On Flex Weak, 
do not knock off Meg when he 
hooks you. On Flex Weak, 
tango with Sara.' 
Now if you’re asking the 
author did he know what the 
hell Ernie was talking about, 
the answer is no. 


Just from the sheer num­ 
ber of years spent following 
professional football, a writer 
can interpret certain e le ­ 
ments in Stautner's dialogue. 
F lex Weak, for instance, 
means the four defensive 
linemen will be arranged in 
staggered formation, alter­ 
nately on the nose of the ball 
and backed off from it in a 
jagged line, with the flexed 
end (the one who’s 30 inches 
off the ball) on the weak side, 
away from the tight end. Meg 
is the middle linebacker. 
Sara is the strong side 
linebacker. Som e team s, 
more chauvinistic, call them 
Mike and Sam. But how their 
actions mesh is the province 
of the coach. 


T h e 
t h r u s t 
o f 
t h e 
paragraph in the book was to 
convey the intricate detail 
that goes into the planning 


stages of pro football, which 
has been described preten­ 
tiously as a game of human 
chess. 
The writer isn’t obligated, 
however, to promulgate the 
mystique. As a matter of fact, 
pro football got its greatest 
popularity when, through 
tele v isio n and increased 
news coverage, fans grew in­ 
cr e a sin g ly fam iliar with 
what was happening on the 
field, in the simplest terms. 
When corner back Bruce 
Taylor blows his man-on- 
man coverage of the wide 
receiver and is beaten for a 
touchdown, there’s no big 
secret. It’s out there in the 
open for all to see. Or when 
Gene Washington makes a 
spectacular diving catch for 
a score, a set of hieroglyphics 
isn’t needed to explain the ac­ 
tion.

May 25, 1973. Our purpose 
was two fold: One, to work 


as

volunteer-advisory 
organization with Lompoc 
City Officials to try to get a 
city busline established Our 
second 
purpose, 
and 
of 
equal importance, was to 
get one or more modern, 
phone-in. dial-a-ride buses 
to be used to give daily 
transportation 
to 
those 
people who were unable to 
walk several blocks to board 
a regular city bus: 
the 
crippled elderly people who 
presently 
are 
‘‘shut-ins’’ 
and handicapped people of 
all ages who need personal 
transportation. 
This 
includes 
people 
in 
wheelchairs. 
Our elected officers were 
and are: myself, Mrs. Cora 
Kesteren, 
president 
and 
acting Secretary, and Chet 
Adams, vice president and 
ch airm a n 
of 
The 
Coordinating 
Committee. 
We 
have 
had 
a 
small 
membership from the start 
of very sincere people. 
A fter 
months 
of 
investigating dial-a-ride bus 
service 
to 
handicapped 
people in cities all over the 
U.S., including operational 
phone-in. 
dial-a-ride 
bus 
service in a city of 10,000 
population, 
M e rrill, 
Wisconsin, we found there 
are two systems of dial-a- 
ride presently in use in the 
U.S. 
They 
a r e : 
1. 
Subscription bus service; a 
group of 50 or 60 people is 
organized and each person 
agrees to pay $6 to $8 each 
month, and a bus is bought 
and put in operation. 
The 
other 
dial-a-ride 
system is the same as any 
busline: The city puts on a 
specialized bus that will 
transport crippled, elderly 
people 
and 
handicapped 
people in wheel chairs, and 
will come to the curb in 
front of the handicapped 
persons house after a phone 
call is made. This dial-a- 
ride 
bus 
delivers 
the 
handicapped person to the 
desired destination This is 
dial-a-ride 
curb-to-curb

mentioned that this is not 
charity — the handicapped 
person pays double the fare

Stuff yourself, poultry, meat with yams

Yams make a wonderful 
stuffing for poultry and other 
meats although most of us in 
regions other than the South 
rarely use them in this way. 
For the holidays, treat dinner 
guests to Yam Stuffed Pork 
Chops. Season the Stuffing 
with onion, orange rind and 
chopped apple and tuck it 
into a pocket cut in each 
thick chop. Bake extra stuff­ 
ing m a dish. Yams are in 
good supply (especially from 
North Carolina) now- through 
April and a r e very good 
boiled or baked as you would 
an Idaho potato and seasoned 
with butter. You can also 
hash brown them. 
YAM STUFFED 
PORK CHOPS 
2 cups mashed cooked 
yams (4 medium) 
1/4 cup butter or margarine, 
divided 
1 /4 cup chopped fresh onion 
1 apple, pared, cored and 
diced 
1 teaspoon grated fresh 
orange rind 
2 tablespoons chopped 
fresh parsley 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 /8 teaspoon pepper 
1/2 teaspoon dried leaf thyme 
1 cup soft bread crumbs 
6 double cut pork chops, 
with pocket for stuffing 
To prepare yams, bake in 
350-degree oven 40 minutes 
or cook in boiling w ater to 
cover for 20 minutes, until 
soft.Cool, peel and mash until 
smooth in large bowl. In 
small skillet melt 2 tables­ 
poons butter, add onion and 
cook until tender; add yam 
mixture. Stir in apple, orange 
rind, parsley, salt, pepper, 
thyme and b re a d c ru m b s. 
Spoon into pockets of pork 
chops. Place any remaining 
stuffing in a small baking 
dish and bake, covered, along 
with chops. Close pork chops

The natural topic of the day, of 
course, is energy crisis, shortages 
and doing without. Hardly anybody 
can enter a conversation without 
some personal crisis related to 
impending 
shortages. 
Our news 
editor, 
Ray

we 
heard 
him 
reciting 
a

expletives 
just 
the 
other 
day 
because he is fearing that the no- 
gasoline-on-Sunday edict may foul 
up his honeymoon. We told him to 
take a bicycle but only received a 
glaring look in reply. 
Of 
course 
readers 
of 
this 
newspaper, and many others, know 
that in this business we are still 
trying to cope with the newsprint 
shortage. 
Along 
this line, 
we read the other 
day that the Univer­ 
sity 
of 
Florida 
research ers 
are 
experimenting with 
a fast-growing plant 
which looks 
like 
m a r i j u a n a . 
is 
inexpensive 
and 
could 
supply 
a 
solution 
to 
the 
newsprint shortage. 
The plant is called 
“kenaf” and it is 
a c t u a l l y 
an 
hibiscus, similar to 
the ones that grow 
w e l l 
in 
Sout h 
Florida. 
The researchers say that a crop of 
kenaf could produce five to seven 
tim es more pulp per year than the 
conventional pine forests. One of the 
unusual things is that the crops 
could 
be 
harvested 
annually, 
whereas pine trees usually require 
more than 15 years. 
The researchers add, however, 
that two factors are limiting the 
development of kenaf growing in the 
United States — a shortage of seeds 
and a Florida regulation that bans 
kenaf because the plant happens to 
be a host for pink bollworm which 
damages cotton. We think it is going 
to take a very long time before we 
are substituting kenaf for the pine 
wood pulp. 
Meanwhile, 
newspapers 
across 
the country are continuing to take 
steps to conserve their newsprint 
without too much damage to the 
reader.
